Medical Undergraduates 
Hear Dr. D. E. Cameron 
Discuss Shock Therapy 

Psychiatrist Is Introduced 
By Dr. Wilder Penfield 
Ât Second Annual Meeting 

"There have been great advances in the technique of shock 
treatment f o r' shcizophrcnics, but no corresponding incrcnsc in 
knowledge concerning the mechanism beliind the therapy employ- 
ed," staled Dr. D. Ewcn Cameron at the second annual meeting of 
the Medical Undcrgindunlcs Society. 

This advance in technique culminated in the use of electrical 
stimulation, which supplements the use of insulin; so successfully 
that the death rate of patients'^- 



receiving this treatment is now 
less than one per cent. uAs Dr. 
Cameron pointed out, this rate 
is much less than the possibility 
of suicide in cases of involution- 
ary depression. Such "shock 
treatment", he continued, was 
no more serious than a tonsil- 
lectomy. 

Speaking at a meeting ot the 
medical undergraduates, the Psy- 
chialrisl-ln-Chief of the Royal Vic- 
toria Hbspital was introduced by 
Dr. Wilder Penfield, director of the 
Neurological Institute, who briefly 
surveyed Dr. Cameron's "richly 
varied" career fropi the time ot his 
graduation at Glasgow University. 
Began in 1914 

Dr. Cameron began by describing 
some of the events, with specific 
reference lo "shock treatment", 
which had occupied the last de- 
cide. He stated that the whole idea 
had begun sometime in 1014 v.'hen 
Locwenhardt noticed that carbon 
dioxide administration to stuporous 
patients caused coma. On emerg- 
ing from this coma, patients who 
had not talked for years, began, to 
speajt^ again, and. , some, were; even 
kept in~this impràvèd'conilitiôn. 

Insulin therapy was first devel- 
oped between 102S and 1933 in 
Vienna, and was brought to Wor- 
cester State Hospital in 1935, dur- 
ing Or. Cameron's stay there. Tn? 
then apparently violent therapy dis- 
couraged immediate bold use ot the 
insulin method, but after the ini- 
ti.ll difficult stages had been over- 
come. Dr. Cameron found that 
"things went ahead swimmingly." 

At that time,' he continued, some 
people were "enormously enthu- 
siastie, but others extremely scepti- 
cal" about this advance in psychi- 
atry. Many medical men proceeded

Against Life's 
Temptations 



In his address at the Inter-Var- 
sity Christian Fellowship luncheon 
yesterday, held at the Student 
House. Rev. Stacey Woods de- 
clared that "an adequate philosophy 
of life miist provide for all con 
tingcneies"— and stated that the 
only philosophy that fulfilled that 
requirement was a Christian one. 

Mr. Woods spoke first of life and 
its manifold mysteries, such as sin, 
sorrow; and temptation. . He said 
that Jesus Christ is the only per 
son. who is able to help us to live 
life and face what comes because 
He lived the perfect life. Mr. Woods 
also said that Christ helps us to 
meet death as well as lite because 
"He died that our death might be 
the gateway to a fuller life." Ho 
sUted that there have been many 
cases where Christian men and 
women have been ready and con- 
tent to meet death. 

In speaking of elernity, Mr. 
Woods stressed the fad that If one 
believes that God exists, then he 
believes that . man Is immortal. 
Christ Is a Man who was crucified. 
The Important point Is that He 
arose; from the dead and it is be- 
cause He is alive that every Chris- 
tian can have eternal lite, stated 
Mr; Woods. 

He concluded that religion must 
be personal; to be of any worth 
Jesus Christ must be accepted as 
one's personal Saviour and Friend.

Increased Immigration 
To Canada Advocated 
By Former Varsity President 

Sir Robert Fnlconcr, honorary chairninn of tlic Canadian Kn- 
lionnl Committee on Refugees, and former President of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, in a broadcast last night presented by an ap- 
peal to all Canadian citizens for the enlargement of the admit- 
tance of refugees to Canada. "The government sliould offer 
snnctuaiy without regard lo race, creed, or fitimicin! position to 
ail peoples oppressed by Nazi tyranny", he stated, moving special 
preference to the Jewish peoples,

who, as he pointed out, have 
suffered Nazi brutality, longer 
than any other race. He refer- 
red to the temporary refuge 
being offered to these people in 
Portugal and Spain, and im-. 
pressed the importance of locat- 
ing a more permanent residence 
for these peoples. 

Reports emanating from The Var- 
sity, University ot Toronto student 
newspaper, indicate that the move- 
ment lo permit refugees from the 
European terror to settle in greater 
numbers in this country for at least 
the duration of the war, is taking 
on increasing impetus and is caus- 
ing a good deal of discussion on the 
campus. 

"Hamtm agony has been aroused 
by Nazi inhumanity," he said, and 
we should exert all our strength to 
relieve this situation which is "due 
to the evil policies which these 
men who have brought this war< 
upon us have created." 

"Ours Is a blessed land. In sheer 
gratitude we should do something 
for the homeless and persecuted," 
Sir Robert continued. This does not 
mean- that we will have to change 
our immigration policies in the 
future, tor, as the chairman ; sug- 
gested, after the war we will sit 
in with the other United Nations 
who will then be faced with the 
same problems, ^nd Canada will be 
enabled to again set down our rules 
and prerequisites. But this Is an 
emergency case. Refugees are even 
now fleeing the overrun and occu- 
pied countries. "What is lo be done 
by this rich and virile country for 
these stranded people?" asked Sir 
Robert. 

Have I^Iadc Contributions, ' 

We need not worry about the 
good characters of these peoples, 
said Sir Robert, in answering a 
doubt in many minds, as they have 
proven themselves in their cour- 
ageous and remarkable escapes 
from Nazi occupied Europe. A de- 
cade ago, when the Nazis first start- 
ed the persecution of the Jews in 
Germany, Britain showed her im- 
memorial magnanimity in accepting 
these persecuted peoples into her 
domicile. She has not regretted her 
generosity, tor these peoples have 
contributed to .'the enrichment of 
British culture and invention, they 
have not displaced people from 
their position as was at first feared. 
It is ah asset, not a debit. Again, 
more recently, Sweden acepted the 
persecuted Jews who tell under the 
relentless Nazis in Denmark. "We 
must also,'' emhpasized Sir Robert. 

"It the Canadian people in 'suf- 
ficient numbers ask their Govern- 
ment to do likewise, they are prov- 
ing their moral and humane respon- 
sibilities to God and mankind," Sir 
Robert continued, and are finally 
showing "more than lip sympathy" 
to these, oppressed refugees." Here 
where we practise the Christian 
taitli without fear we do well to 
remember the answer ot the Car-

Czechoslovaks througliout the world 
are joined today by the rest of the United 
Nations in^conwhemoraling the twenty- 
fifth anniversaryjof vtheir independence. It 
was on October 28i i9Ï8, while the western 
front was crumbling, that the Czechoslovak 
Nation finally threw off the centuries old 
yoke of Austrian oppression and subjuga- 
tion. Today, the anniversary is being 
observed, already for the sixth time, under 
•circumstances of far greater terror, for the 
country is writhing under the brutality of 
the German heel. 

It will not be amiss for university stu- 
dents, who are free to think and work, to 
remember their less fortunate colleagues, 
who have been imprisoned, tortured and 
killed. Despite their suffering and anguish 
they arc celebrating today their Independ- 
ence Day and arc working for the time 
when it will again be a reality. 

Czechoslovakia was the first to feel the 
Nazi fury and her students and universi- 
ties were a chosen objective of the attack. 
AH institutions of learning, including the 
ancient Charles University in Praha, were 
closed and many of the students butchered. 
But the people have not given in. Many 
have escaped and are fighting alongside 
their Allies, to regain those things which 
we enjoy here so freely. 

It is not a vain wish, to hope that the 
next anniversary will be observed under 
happier circutnstahcés and that this Dation 
will again bo free to continue the work of 
democratic progress in which it was so suc- 
cessful during its first twenty years of free- 
dom. 

In the meantime, while we are striving 

for victory, let us keep in mind the motto 

and ideal of the Czechoslovak Republic^ 

"Truth Will Prevail."

Czechoslovakia 



Mere material survlvnl is never the test 
of a nation or of a people. What must 
survive, and what alone makes survival 
certain is spirit and souL And nowhere has 
~U»t been more impressively demonstrated 
than in the Czechoslovak Republic. E>»r af* 
'4er throe hundred years of suppression and 
-eclipse, the Czcchaslovak people were led 
out of the wilderness not by a soldier or 
military leader, not by a great demagogue, 
not by an indsulrial organizer, and not 
even by a Czechoslovak chauvinist. No, they 
were led by a philosopher, a man of letters 
who became a statesman, and a Czecho- 
slovak nationalist who was, at the same 
time, the greatest European of his age. 

It was my privilege, during the years 
when I worked as an American correspon- 
dent In Europe, to know' Thomas Masaryk. 
Indeed, one of my first ambitions on arriv- 
ing in Europe in 1020 was to meet this man. 
In London I had become acquainted with 
H. G. Wells, and he had told me that he 
considered that the post-war period had 
thrown up but one great modern statesman 
In Europe. That was Masaryk.' I knew that, 
he had come from the most humble origins 
—the same sort of origins that in this gen- 
eration has thrown up frustrated and ter- 
rible characters, mob leaders. Yet my first 
impreislon on meeting Masaryk was that 
I vi>a8 In the presence of a great aristocrat. 
In his personal appearance he looked like 
the very prototype of Hitler's imaginary 
Nordic nobleman. Tall and lean, with an 
unforgettable loftiness and nobility of 
brow, he recalled to mc the portraits of 
another Thomas, one of America's found- 
ers, Thomas Jefferson. And, indeed, there 
was a deep spiritual kinship between them. 
Maiaryk was a pupil of Jefferson, the great 
democrat of Monticcllo. His ideal was to 
found in the land of the Czechoslovaks a 
Jeffersontan democracy, a state in which 
there should be neither very rich nor very 



poor; In which there should be orderly re- 
'prescntativc government and humane jus- 
tice, and in which the state should be the 
'protector of the people, and the protector 
■ of their vital, creativo cxpression»-the arts, 
the industries, agriculture and the sciences. 
'- To a phenomenal extent this was achiev- 
ed." For the outside world, it was achieved 
from nothing. But on better knowledge it 
could be seen that Masarky understood hit 
people, their nature, yearnings and copaci-

tics, and that their achievements were the 
results of these qualities. 
Czechoslovakia fell because the sreat 
powers had failed to. establish a strong 
European system In which she could live; 
and she fell because although she never 
betrayed anyone, she was betrayed. Czecho- 
slovakia was a democratic republic. Her in- 
ternal economic life was conducted accord- 
ing to the . most impleccable 'bourgoise 
standards. This state, which maintained ad- 
mirable and strong defenses, never had an 
unbalanced budget. Masaryk's ideal was 
Jeffersonian; he believed in the wide- 
spread distribution of private prôperty. 
Czechoslovakia was the one country in 
eastern and central Europe whose currency 
did not vanish in an apocalyptic inflation. 
It was the one country that initiated and 
carried through genuine land reforms with 
the purpose of establishing a prosperous 
and self-respecting peasantry; It was^ the 
one c6unU7 without any imperialistic aims. 
And it. was tho one small country to pro- 
duce statesmen whose voice was repeatedly 
heard throughout Europe. 

Bcnes was repeatedly I^resident of the 
League of Nations. And he, like his great 
predecessor, was, and still is, a statesman 
who never saw his own country as the cen- 
tre of the world, but as but one member 
of a European community. It was no won- 
der that Hitler, who hates Europe, should 
hate with a peculiar virulence so European 
a mind as that of Benes. 

Czechoslovakia was a tolerant country. 
It wélcomcd the foreigner, and above all, 
it welcomed the persecuted. When the Hit- 
ler regime came in and began driving out

Greer Garson

Attractively gowned In a draped 
mauve dress, golden-haired, hat- 
less Greer Garson walked down 
the aisle of His Majesty's Theatre 
to rehearse for a Victory Loan 
broadcast the same evening. 
Orchestra men applauded, conduc- 
tor Alan Mclver bowed low over 
his outstretched hand, director 
Rupert Caplan beamed. A truly fine 
proigram, including John Dudley, 
new Australian addition to the 
Met;, our own Lome Greene, Tho 
Lyric Trio, and a good orchestra 
under Maclver's baton, had been 
built around "Mrs. Miniver," of 
England and Hollywood. 

Long, soft lashes rose over spark- 
ling eyes as Miss Garson read a 
sincere and magnificent poem, "In 
A Woman's Heart", which hid been 
dramatized for the occasion. The 
theme Is of a woman's thoughts in 
the mtdst of war, and of her de- 
sire to see her children fight, not to 
kill, but to rebuild and preserve. 
Miss Garson presented the work 
with a sense of understanding and 
honest emotion seldom heard irom 
any stage. The faces of the mem- 
bers of the orchestra and chorus 
who sat transfixed by tho perfec- 
tion of her presentation constituted 
ample evidence of her radioactive 
personality. 

Back at her hotel following the 
rehearsal. Miss Garson revealed 
that this poem had been written by 
a member of the armed forces who 
is at present about to go overseas. 
She Is at present In the midst of 
one of many War Bond tours, and 
stated "I think I have travelled as 
much as Eleanor Roosevelt," Of 
her present and previous 'visits 
to Canada, Miss Garson told us of 
her admiration for the attitude of 
Canadians toward the war. "It is 
one of silent resolution," she said. 

Greer Garson stands today not 
only as one of the finest actresses 
produced by Hollywood in the last 
few years, but also as a member of 
the theatrical profession who has 
made a significant contribution to 
the war effort. She spoke quietly 
but deeply: "I want to return to 
Canada to help in further Victory 
Loans,— but I hope they will be true

A revival of the younger 
Jobann Slrauss's operetta "Die 
Fledermaus," or in the English 
translation, "The Bat," was seen 
at His Majesty's Theatre on 
Monday and Tuesday last, pro- 
duced by the Philadelphia 
Opera Company, a group of 
young singers with promising 
prospects for the future. It was 
an entertaining performance, 
well acted and sung. The chor- 
uses were good, although they 
would have been more Impres- 
sive if done by a larger com- 
pany. Outstanding was the 
drinking song, which was sung 
with spirit and gaiety. The 
soloists were capable and vocally 
attractive, best among them 
being the performance of Adele, 
the charming chambermaid, and 
that of Rosalind, the heroine of 
the operetta. 

When Strauss wrote. "Der 
Fledermaus," it was an artistic 
satire of Viennese social life. 
With Its translation into Eng- 
lish It has become more of a 
burlesque than a satire, and has 
lost all it ever hid of delicate 
humour. The American slang , 
which we find scattered 
throughout docs nothing to 
make the operetta more enjoy- 
able, 

Ihe sets wére most unusual, 
to say the least'iAlttldugh re- 
presenting VierineM^Mttings of 
three-quarters of a century ago, 
all were built in a surrealist 
design. The most interesting of 
these was the scene in the Jill, 
wherein were two barred win. 
dows, sombre as jail windows 
are wont to be, but cheered 
up considerably by musical 
staves running across them. The 
lighting in this scene was also ' 
unusual and interesting. 

The individual roles were 
quite well cast, the female leads 
contributing perhaps the best 
acting and the major interest of 
the evening, There were some 
nice voices among the men, 
notably Etsentèln and D. Falke; 
Franke, the Jail-warden, and 
Alfred, the operatic tenor, were 
well and rather comically done. 

At times the performance 
lacked smoothness, yet the evi- 
dent sincerity of principals and 
chorus alike gave, the evening 
an interest and a satisfaction 
Avhieh made the whole a very 
pleasant experience. Though tho 
case of opera In English Is still 
a subject of some dispute, the 
Philadelphia Opera Company 
has weighted the evidence in 
the favourable balance; we look 
forward to welcoming them 
here soon again.

and good kicking. In the kicking 
department both Williams of the 
Tigers and Fitzpatrick.of the Lions 
chowcd exceptional ability. Kicks 
of from fifty to sixty yards vfcrc not 
uncommon, in fact at the kick-off, 
Wlliam^ started the ball on a sixty 
yard flight into Lion territory 
where it was held for a rouge, thus 
giving the Tigera a 1-0 edge over 
the Lioni.

not only Jewish biit other liberal and hu- 
mane intellectuals, Czechoslovakia not only 
took them in, but did for the most useful 
of them, a unique service, performed by no 
other people on this earth: It made them 
citizens. This country that has been called 
antioGcrman save citizenship, without any 
process of naturalization, to Thomas and 
Heinrich Mann, and many others. Prague 
became the centre of the humanistic and 
pro>Etiropean German tradition. And this 
little country, with every reason to fear its 
mighty Hitlerite neighbor, was not reduced 
by fear to the suppression of free speech, 
free assembly and free criticism. Mr. Roosc- " 
vclt's four freedoms, existed in Czecho- 
. Slovakia. Nothing more has to be done in 
that part of the world for the four free- 
doms, than to restore the Czechoslovak Re- 
public. 

I was many times in Czcchoslovaltia and 
I always felt at home there. In fact, dur- 
ing all those terrible and shameful days 
leading to Munich, I felt that I was, per- 
sonally, in imminent danger of losing one 
of those homes which, regardless of 
language, belong (o all who love liberty, 
■order, justice and progress. I confess now 
that at the time of that crisis, and follow- 
ing an insistent impulse, I cabled to Prague 
to offer my services to the Republic. I was 
not at all clear what my services might be. 
' I.felt, that perhaps I Could help articulate 
for^^hej^Engllsb-spcaking world, from 



Prague, the disaster that would surely 
overcome it, If It betrayed this stale, of Its 
own spiritual kinship. I never doubted for 
an instant, that Munich would mean, not 
peace, but wotid?wide war. Nor do I doubt 
now that a free cooperative Europe can be 
built without making good that betrayal 
of 1038. 

Czechoslovakia will be one of the 
strongest bastions of peace in a post-war 
world. For If there is to be real peace, total 
peace, it can only be achieved by a per> 
mancnt understanding between the, west- 
ern powers and Russia. Of all the small 
nations of central Europe, none realizes this 
more clearly and realistically than Cze- 
choslovakia. It is no small task, no easy 
task, to create such a permanent under- 
standing, and we need help. But here is the 
most western Slavic nation of . Europe: Not 
only the most western in a geographic 
sense, but sense. It is on the most friendly 
terms with Russia and with us. It has never 
feared boishcvism nor had reason to fear 
it, for boishcvism springs out of break- 
down and anarchy, never out of the demo- 
cratic disciplines and material well-being 
that were characteristic of the Czecho- 
slovaks ns long as they governed them- 
selves. A restored Czechoslovakia can be 
the bridge between ourselves and Russia— 
that bridge that was blown up at Munich, 
made the German aggression inevitable. 

The Czechoslovak leaders are aware of 
this. And, in pafticular, the* foreign min- 
ister. Jan Masaryk. carries on the tradition 
of his father in being a great Czechoslovak, 
n straightforward re- 



cognizer of ^ the importance of Russia. 
Thomas Masaryk recognized this. He was a 
Russian scholar— this pupil of Jefferson— 
an encyclopedic mind. He wrote one of the 
finest books in existence on Rtissla, x«cog<- 
nizing the spirit and soul of Russia, that Is 
eternal and great. 

In this war, as in the last one, thousands 
of Czechoslovaks have travelled halt way 
around the world to enlist in the ranks of 
the United Nations. I had the pleasure In 
Enland of spending a day with the email 
but superbly trained and equipped Czecho- 
slovak Army, which even now is ^«aitlng 
for its call. I never saw cleaner or more 
orderly barracks, all of which arc built by 
the soldiers themselves. Their officers arc 
housed in an Elizabethan House— a copy of 
an Elizabethan House— owned ' by an Am- 
erican. The Czechoslovak flag flies over 
that house; inside it pictures of. Czecho- 
Slovak leaders, framed in wreaths of ever- 
greens and flowers, give a cturiousiy un- 
English look to the scene. And picked out 
on the lawn on; the day I visited them, 
small yellow flowers laughed up from the 
green, spelling out that wonderful, affirma- 
tive Czechoslovak national motto— that 
motto that might be the motto of all of us: 
TRUTH PREVAILS! ■ . 

It is my faith and hope and my convic- 
tion that Truth Will Prevail, and that I may 
one day have the great pleasure of seeing 
Prague, and looking up to Hradcany, see 
the red, white and blue of your familiar, 
flag, flying proudly and happily over the 
little land of the free and home of the 
brave.

boldly with this treatment, confi- 
dent iii the fact that patients could 
be released from coma immediately 
by sugar injection. But, said Dr. 
Cameron, it soon developed that 
some cases went Into prolonged 
coma, which worried doctors some- 
what, although it usually ended In 
recovery. Attempts to produce such 
"long coma" deliberately proved in- 
«ffcctive. 

Among later discoveries was that 
of nietrazol, which produced "very 
satisfactory" convulsions within 
nineteen seconds. But respiratory 
and cardiac arrest for as long as a 
minute often followed, which, stat- 
ed Dr. Cameron, necessitated a 
modification of this teclinique. This 
modicalion was discovered in 
curare and crythroidinc. two drugs 
which reduced muscular spasticity. 

At this point. Dr. Cameron show- 
ed movies illustrating the use of 
these drugs on dogs. 

The latest technical advance, 
which almost entirely superseded 
the use of erythroldine, is the eiec- 
irical shock treatment, which sug- 
sosted Itself to a young Italian 
inedfcal jnan.^ when Mussolini or- 
Vbeimadc unconsci- 



oiis before being slaughtered. The 
great advantage of this technique, 
said Dr. Cameron, is that the patient 
"has no recollection of what trans- 
pired after one-half to three min-. 
utcs preceding the shock." Thus the 
patient's initial anxiety is not re- 
membered, nor the convulsions fol- 
lowing. 

The present status of the treat- 
ments is as follows, slated Dr. 
Cameron: electric shock is prefer- 
red in manic and senile depression, 
tension and anxiety states; yic in- 
sulin therapy is used in primary 
thinking disorders and also in post- 
partum psychoses. The hazards at- 
tendant upon this treatment are 
negligible at present. In fact, con- 
tinued Dr. Cameron, he himself had 
treated 120 patients per week dur- 
ing the last two years, . with only 
one fatality.

We, the undersigned citizens of 
Canada do respectfully petition His 
Majesty's Government and the Par- 
liament of Canada as follows: 

Realizing our responsibility in 
common humanity to relieve the 
suffering and distress of victims of 
Nazi terror: We urgently entreat 
the Government of Canada: 

1. To offer the sanctuary ol Can- 
ada to refugees from politiral or 
religious persecution without regard 
to race, creed or financial condi- 
tion. 

2. To take immediate steps to fa 
cilitate the entry Into Canada of

'3., To make any changes In the 
Immigration Act, Regulations, or ad- 
ministration thereof necessary to 
admit such refugees into Canada. 

Sir Robert Falconer, leader of 
this movement and honorary chair- 
man of the Canadian National Com- 
mittee on refugees, was formerly a 
professor in the University of To- 
ronto. In this University there is 
already a strong movement for the 
admission of refugees into Canada. 

The Canadian National Committee 
on Refugees was organized in 1938 
to assist victims of Nazi persecu- 
tion. Among its members are repre- 
sentatives of the Christian churches 
and of other national organizations, 
as well as private citizens. The ob- 
ject of the Committee is lo Inform 
the Canadian people about the 
refugee problem, and to increase 
the favorable public opinion Neces- 
sary for the admission of a larger 
number of refugees, 

The Committee has continuotisly 
presented the plight of the refugees 
to the Canadian public. Efff rts 
must be increased until effective 
action is taken by our Government. 
Assistance has been given to indi- 
vidual refugees seeking admission 
to Canada, or in becoming estab- 
Ished here. Financial assistance is 
given where {leeded. 

During the last ten years hun- 
dreds of' thqitsands of people have 
been seeking permits of entry lo 
countries of settlement. Anti-Nazi 
refugees, Protestant, Roman Cath- 
ollc and Jewish have sought the 
right to live in free countries. Not 
Jews alone, but all who did not 
accept the Nazi ideology, have 
suffered' persecution unparalleled 
in history. Those who resisted were 
the liberal minded men and women 
—people of moral courage, in many 
cases the best educated and best 
trained' in the nation. 

Since 1039, two million persons 
have been murdered. There are 
thousands of refugees in the Medi- 
terranean area and several thousand 
in Lisbon, wailing hopefully for 
permits. Solution of this problem 
must be international and must be 
achieved through the co-operation 
of the United Nations. It is our 
responsibility that Canada should 
do her share. 

When the war brftke out. Great 
Britain had received about 70,000 
refugees and the number is now 
nearly 200,000. In comparison to 
this, Canada has done very little. 

During the ten-year period since 
1934, Canada has admitted about 
39,000 immigrants of ' whom. 15,000 
■A'cre probably refugees. 

The refugees who have been ad- 
mitted Include a number of farm- 
ers. They also include engineers 
and technicians whose knowledge 
is invaluable at this time. They in- 
elude too, industrialists who are 
now producing aéroplane parts, 
precision instruments; small arms 
and other war materials. These 
refugees have not taken jobs from 
Canadians, but on the other hand, 
refugee industries have provided a 
large number of jobs. The skill, 
training and enterprise of these 
refugees will be equally valtiable 
In the post-war period. Canada 
will benefit, as the history of other 
movements and countries has shown, 
by the admission of more of these 
talented people. ■ • ; 

Two things must be done .if a 
larger number of refugees are to 
be received ,in Canada: First— the 
Canadian people must signify their 
determination to accept them. 
Second— tho restrictions of Cana- 
dian immigration law must be 
modified. , . •
